I missed him in 
about 15 minutes and after searching the 
premises and not finding him I went 
down to the creek where the child was in 
the habit of going, and saw his little 
wagon. That is all I know about it." 
The verdict of the jury wns that the de- 
ceased, Charles Edgar Eberman, came to 
his death by accidental drowning on the 
morning of October 30th in Stevens 
Creek. The body wns interred to-day.

A Few Reminiscences of the Grand Raid 


on Macon County.

The Pantograph's account of the Lin- 


en Duster excursion to Deeatur und the 
parade there on Friday evening was com- 
plete yet necessarily brief. 
Columns 


could not express the enthusiasm of the 
grand display, or the hospitality and gen- 
erous treatment of the whole people of 
Decntur and the ardor of her Republi- 
cans. 


The excursion train was met by Mr. J. 


R. Mosser, editor of tha REPUBLICAN, of 
Decatur, who passed through every car 
giving to each wearer of the duster a 
ticket good for one admission to the 
grand tabernacle, where the Grand Army 
was holding n festival in conjunction 
with the ex-prisoners of war. Not only 
did the ticket secure an admission, but it 
furnished a most palatable lunch, consist- 
ing of excellent ham sandwiches and 
prime colfee in the greatest abundance,. 
served with a most generous hand by the 
fair and warm-hearted matrons of Deea- 
tur, These tickets were paid for by the 
Republicans of that city. The act was 
one that manifested in a striking manner 
the friendly feeling of the Republicans ol 
Macon county, and the fact that wo broke 
bread with them and purtook of the salt 
of friendship in their own abode will not 
be forgotten in campaigns to como. The 
tabernacle, which holds 7,000 people, was 
actually so crowded that to move about 
was almost an impossibility.

How Sot to Drown, 


At this season of the year deaths by 


drowning arc painfully common. One 
can scarcely look in a newspaper with- 
out seeing a record of several, the re 
suit of carelessness, accident, or ignor- 
ance, and to the latter cau.se may be 
probably ascvibed the greater number 
It is astonishing to see how little is 
known of the buoyancy of the human 
body. Until the lungs are filled with 
water, it is easily supportod. In stil 
water a piece of pine wood of sufficient 
size to support the weight of a pound 
or two, say a piece a foot square and 
one inch thick, is enough when proper- 
ly used to keep one's head above water; 
and when the head is safe, no fears 
need be hod for the rest of the body. 
Of course to float the head in this way 
the body must be submerged, and this 
is the liiwt rule to be obseri-ed when in 
the water. Keep under as much as 
possible, only be careful to have the 
breathing apparatus, mouth and nose, 
in the air, and the month even may be 
immersed for some lime without incon- 
venience. 


The use lo be made of the small piece 


of v/ooc! above spoken of is merely to 
aid in keeping the head above water. 
Resting one linger en it is quite as serv- 
iceable1 as to grasp it with the hand, and 
riuifli more so than to use both hands. 
It should be remembered that anything 
weighs more out of than in water, hand! 
and loet being no exceptions. This 
piece of pine would prove of little use 
should one attempt to sit on it, while it 
is all that is necessary to prevent one 
from drowning if properly used. With 
the head supported by using one hand 
or one finger, the other hand and the 
feet may be used as propellers, and 
even one vyho cannot swim at all can 
make considerable progress in this way. 
An ordinary chair is sufficient to sustain, 
two or three persons when properly 
used, but will prove of little service to 
one who endeavors to make a raft of it. 
A knowledge of the fact that water 
is buoyant, and a little self-possession 
or presence 
of 
mind 
will 
often 


serve as 
well 
or 
better than a 


knowledge 
of swimming, and this 


knowledge should be given to every 
child. Try it with one, and ses how 
readily he will leam to support himself 
and propel himself over water by means 
of a small piece of board, It is natural 
for persons in water to endeavor to get 
themselves entirely out of it, and in 
eases where boats are overturned we 
lincl their passengers endeavoring to 
climb upon them lor safety, forgetting, 
if they ever knew, that a boat is compe- 
tent to support more people in the 
water than it will carry when upright 
There is usually a little warning before 
a boat capsizes, and every one should 
endeavor to keep hold of something—a 
rope, perhaps—by which their connec- 
tion with the boat may he maintained, 
and as soon as possible seize the boat 
itself, not to climb on it unless the boat 
is large, or tho number of passengers 
small, but to support themselves until 
help comes, be il a longer or shorter 
time. 


All boats, large or small, should cany 


considerable lloatingmaterial in the way 
of scats, loose Mooring, etc., that may 
urove of service in cases of emergency. 
Many lives arc lost in consequence of 
the panic that usually ensues when an 
accident happens on the water. All 
who cannot swim, and sometimes those 
who can, try to seize the first tiling 
within their reach, which often happens 
to be a person as frightened and help- 
less as themselves, and the result too 
often is the drowning of many who 
might with a little thoiightfulness not 
only have saved themselves, but have 
been of assistance to others. If you 
ever find \ oursclf suddenly precipitated 
inlo the water, the probability is that 
you will go under, but if you will keep 
your mouth shut and feet siiul hands 
under, you will be sure to come up head 
first, and if you are not too badly scared 
the chances arc that you will find some- 
thing to sei/.o. With self-control and 
the Knowledge we are trying to give 
you, there are ninety-nine chances in 
every hundred against vour drownini*. 
—N. y. Sun.

The body was badly bruised 
and cut, showing that he had been struck 
by the wheels of the train and had also 
fallen against the timbers of the bridge.

Before sunrise on Tuesday next 


2,064 ticket booths will be set up 
near the polling places in the 6S8 
election districts in this city, .and in 
these ticket booths 2,064 accredited 
servants of the political parties will 
be prepared to offer 48,000,000 bal- 
lots to 190,000 electors. 
These bal 


lots are nearly ready in three print- 
ing offices down town for delivery to 
l,he magnates of politics. 
The print- 


ers have been running their presses 
night and day for a week on the 
electrotypes plates for the ballots, 
and this part of the complicated and 
gigantic woik of an election in New 
York City might have been complet- 
ed ere this time but for a few tardy 
nominations. 
Six hundred girls and 


twenty folding machines havo begun 
the task of folding and bunching 
these ballots, eight in a bunch, as 
they are to bo delivered to the elec- 
tors, and by Saturday evening next 
large truck loads of ballots in\ags, 
aggregating 800 reams of paper, will 
roll up to the politicians' headquar- 
ters, there to be ready for the distri- 
bution that is made every year on the 
Sunday before election. 


The cost of these ballots is best 


known by the printers and the cam- 
paign committees. 
It is, however, 


mere bagatelle in the cost of the 
New York election. 
Every man of 


the regiment of candidates expended 
$1 in the bar-rooms and elsewhere to 
get his nomination for every cent 
that his ballots will cost. The $168,- 
000 awarded the board of elections 
covers the cost of polling places, 
boards of registry 
and 
election 


clerks; but this is less money than is 
required to pay the watchers and the 
vote peddlers and the ward commit- 
tees who scrutinize the registry in 
every election district; and all these 
fabulous 
expenditures 
aggregated 


will fall far below the worth of the 
time spent by members of the ward 
political associations in plotting for 
party ascendancy.

than $30,000,000, so that about one- 
seventh of the nation's increase in 
wealth is burned. Fire insurance 
rates will increase 20 per cent, in 
this country or the underwriters will 
be ruined, unless systematic efforts 
are made to reduce the fire loss. 
Hardly any more important subject 
addresses itself to our public men 
than that of the reduction of the na- 
tion's loss by fire.

The following statistics of the good 


old winters are curious: In 408 the 
Black s«a was entirely frozen over. 
In 701, not only the Black Sea but 
the straits of the Dardenelles were 
frozen over; the snow in some places 
rose fifty feet high. In 822 the great 
rivers of Europe—the Danube and 
Elbe, etc.—were so hard frozen as to 
bear heavy wagons for a month. 
In 


800 the Adriatic was frozen. 
In 99 


everything was frozen; the crops to 
tally failed, and famine and pesti 
lence closed the year. 
In 1007 thi 


most of the travelers were frozen tc 
death on tho roads. In 1183 the Po 
was frozen from Cremona to the sea 
the wine casks were burst, and even 
the trees split by the action of tin 
frost with immense noise. 


In 1230 the Danube was frozen to 


the bottom, and remained long in 
that state. In 1310 the crops wholl) 
failed in Germany; wheat, which 
some years before sold in England al 
Cs the quarter, rose to £2. 
In 1839 


the crops failed in Scotland, unc 
such a famine ensued that the pooi 
were reduced to feed on grass, a 
many perished 
miserably in the 


fields. 
_ The 
successive winters 
ol 


1432-3'3-34 were uncommonly severe. 
It once snowed forty days without 
interruption. 
In 14fi8 the wine dis- 


tributed to the soldiers iu Flanders 
was cut with hatchets. 


In 1684 tho winter was excessively 


cold. 
Most of the hollies were killed. 


Coaches drove along the Thames, the 
ice of which was eleven inches thick. 
In 3709 occurred the cold winter. 
The frosts penetrated three yards 
into the ground. 
In 1715 booths 


were erected and fairs held on the 
Thames. 
In 
1741- and 1743 the 


strongest ale in England, exposed to 
the air, was covered in less than fif- 
teen minutes with ice an eighth of 
an inch thick. 
In 1809 and again in 


1812 the winters were remarkably 
cold. 
In 1814 there was a fair on 


tho frozen Thames.

A Midnight Resurrection from a 


Jail-Yard—How the Doctors 
Treated the Captured 


Corpse.

The story of the resurrection of 


Guiteau has never yet been fully de- 
tailed. 
Before the day for the exe- 


cution arrived, it had been arranged 
that the body would not remain 
many days in the grave. 
The Rev. 


Dr Hicks, to whom Guiteau had 
given his body, determined in his 
own mind that the Army Medical 
Museum would be the only safe place 
for it. 
Dr. Schafhirt, the anatomist 


of the museum, being satisfied that 
the body would eventually find its 
way to the museum, when he went 
to the jail on the day of the execu- 
tion was prepared to at least par- 
tially embalm tho body, and at the 
autopsy prepared tho fleshy portions 
of the head, the abdomen, aud tho

thorax, so that tho remains would 
not become too much decomposed 
ere they reached the museum. 
The 


brains having been taken out, the 
top of the skull was replaced, and 
the scalp, which had been drawn 
down over the face, was drawn back 
to its proper place, and the body, 
with the exception of a blue spot on 
each temple where the scalp was 
jinged, presented u perfectly natural 
appearance when it was again placed 
n tho coffin, in which it was interred 
he following day in the basement 
room of the east wing of the jail.

ng opened, Mr. Buss and Dr. Schaf 
lirt went in, Dr. Lovejoy stopping 
t the door and Capt. Coleman out- 
ide. 
There was no lantern used, 


>ut Mr. Euss lighted one match af- 
er another, and it was found that 
a colored man had dug out tbe earth, 
xposing the top of the coffin, around 
which the earth—which was c-f mixed 
and and gravel—hud been tightly 
ammed, and it was found necessary 
o use a crowbar and pick to loosen 


Then others of the party came 


n. 
One of the newcomers, a man of 


uperb physique, over six feet in 
height aud of herculean strength, 
jumped down into tho grave, about 
live feet deep, and, by using tho 
crowbar as a lever, started the foot 
of the coffin, which was lifted from 
its place and at once borne to the 
wagon aud placed iu the case. 
Tho 


party then loft the jail. 
After them 


came the wagon to the street. 
As 


the parties separated, one with the 
coveted corpse and the others with 
faces toward tho jail, it would have 
been difficult to determine who were 
best satisfied with tho transfer, those 
parting with tho body, or those who 
had it in possession en route to tho 
museum. 
Just as the wagon disap- 


peared around the iuclosnre of the 
old eastern burial ground, the party 
at the jail broke out in a laugh, and 
one of them is reported to have given 
vent to his feelings by dancing a jig. 
The guards inside all the while were 
in blissful ignorance of what had 
been going on. 


On the return to tho city, driving 


slowly along tho avenue, the sharp 
report of a pistol, fired in honor of 
the approaching Independence day, 
caused the horse to start, and for'a 
short distance it ran rapidly.
